Oa the Suppression of Mobs by Deadly 
Weapons. 

Mr. Editor, —In the adaptation of the princi¬ 
ples of peace to the present condition of the world, 
there will naturally occur many difficulties; hut 
this is not peculiar to the cause of peace: other 
things connected with the reformation of man¬ 
kind are liable to similar difficulties, which grow 
out of the nature of the evils to he remedied.— 
The anti-temperance men tell us thut rum is 
eassary; that the delirium tremens cannot 
cured without it, and that, therefore, we m 
continue the manufacture and sale of the very 
tide which caused tile malady; not suspecting 
that if there had never been any rum, there never 
would have been any delirium tremens; and that 
the best way to prevent -delirium tremens is to 
abandon the manufacture and sale of ardent spir¬ 
its, whatever may be the inconvenience in parti¬ 
cular cases. The advocates for slavery tell us 
that the slaves are not fit for liberty,- that it would 
do more Jiarm than good to manumit them, anil 
than therefore, it is best, all things considered, 
that slavery should continue to an indefinite peri¬ 
od, even until the slaveholder shall take the slaves 
from the cotton-field and the rice-swamp, into the 
school-house and the chapel. Thus the evils 
'.which are brought ou by slavery are pleaded as 
an excuse fey the continuance of slavery. So it 
is with war. The spirit of the mob is the spirit 
of war. It is an attempt to oveicome evil—oi 
what the mob may think to be evil—with evil 
and those who oppose the mob with deadly wea¬ 
pons, adopt the doctrine and follow the example 
of the mob, for they too attempt to overcome evil 
with evil; anil are even worse thau the mob, for 
file mob seldom uso deadly weapons until they 
are attacked. 

There are but two master spirits abroad in the 
world with respect to this thing. One is the spir¬ 
it of wgr, which attempts to overcome evil with 
■evil, and is iubereut in our corrupt natures. It 
Lorn with us, and unless

a., me ehhiuvn iu. me country are religiously ed¬ 
ucated, whether he value religion for himself or 
not. This is the proper preventive of mobs, the 
antidote and the only remedy worthy of a 


Christian people. 

There is no telling what rnav he the conse¬ 
quence of putting down a mob by the “cannon’s 
mouth.” Remember the ever memorable 5th of 
March, when a Boston mob was put down by-

The suppression of another mnh by violence 
may be followed by another separation of the em¬ 
pire, equally dreaded now, and equally applauded 


The way in which Christ conquered the pow-

This would very rarely l,e the ease, even in bar¬ 
barous and heathen countries, and still more rare¬ 
ly in Christian countries.

panion and tormentor forever. The other spirit is 
the spirit of peace and love—the spirit of Christ, 
who taught his disciples to overcome evil with 
good. This is not natural to the human heart.— 
It descended froth heaven arid is accounted fool¬ 
ishness by the world. That a change from the 
principles of war to the principles of peace is at¬ 
tended with difficulties, I acknowledge; hut, for 
the most part, they are only imaginary—perhaps 
wholly so. “ There is a lion in the way;” hut if 
-any one has the courage to approach him iu tl 
way of Iris duty, like the pilgrim, he will find hi 
chained. For my part, I do nut believe in tl 
necessity of rum for any eause. I do not believe 
in the right, or expediency, of man’s holding pro¬ 
perty in man. I do not believe that one man ha 
tiie right to take the life of another. That ther 
are difficulties I allow; and a continuance of sin 
ful practices may appear to be a remedy for 
them ; hut the question to be asked by every se¬ 
rious mind is, which of the two evils is the least 
—the difficulty or the remedy? Which is a sin 
against God ? Of two evils we should choose 
the least, and perhaps both may be avoided by 
God’s blessing on judicious means. Let us trust 
,-to the wisdom of God, rather than to our own ; 
and obey his precepts, however we may fear the 
consequences. Let us “do justly, love mercy, 
and walk humbly,” and “leave off contention be¬ 
fore it be meddled with,” and leave the conse¬ 
quences to God. 

There was a time when rum was considered a 
■universal panacea for all disorders of the body.- 
If men were wet of dry, hot or cold, rum was tl 
remedy. Our iredicines were almost alwa\ 
mixed with alcohol. It was the universal solvent. 
It was every where ;tt hand. It was iu every 
cupboard, and ready to he administered in ail 
cases, and it gratified the depraved appetite of all. 
It was therefore utiiversally used. But men have 
■at length found out that it is entirely unnecessary, 
and that it has done infinitely more hurt than 
good; other solvents have been substituted in its 
place. It is now the same with the Jaw of vio¬ 
lence that it once Was with rum. The sword is 
-every where in our Christian country. We have 
drooping and training, forts and arsenals, and the 
sword is continually suspended over our heads. 
It is the universal remedy for all diseases of the 
body politic, gratifying to our depraved natures, 
and while we love and trust to it we shall sfiek no 
other. There was a time When the torture and 
the rack Were thought to be the best means of | 
preventing crime. The criminal was broken 
the wheel, stretched ou the rack, crucified, and 
hung up'alive with a hook thrust through his ribs, 
and left jo expire in torments. This was thought 
to be the best remedy for crime, and it gratified 
the diabolical passions of corrupt nature. Here¬ 
sies in religion were cured by much the satne 
means, but exceeding them in protracted cruelty. 
Torment was thought the best remedy for evils in 
the chtn-cii, and a man’s body was burned for the 
good of his soul. The world has at length found 
its error, and though 1 fear there is not yet much 
love to heretics or 'criminals, the law of violence 
isduuijd to ha no cure for the evil it would reme¬ 
dy*: -Men jliave grown wiser in the above-men¬ 
tioned particulars, and torture hits .been abandon-

iolence must lie abandoned. Not 
only must religious persecution and the torture of 
be given up, but the use of the sword, 
y other unchristian practices. We now 
look upon religious persecutions and the torture 
of criminals and witches, as belonging to the dark 
ages; but before the milleniuiri comes, the nine¬ 
teenth century will he reckoned among them. 

If men duly considered the infinite value of the 
soul, they would not destroy a single life to save 
whole city from conflagration. I do not sup- 
Eise that this argument will weigh much with 
leu of the world. If they do not value their 
ivn souls, it is not to be expected that they will 
value the souls of their enemies. But a Christian 
values the souls of all alike, arid would not send 
one of them to endless perdition to save his own 
life, much less his property, if, then, an attempt 
is made to put down a mob by deadly weapons, I 
a Christian should have nothing to do with it, hut 
leave it to the men of the world to do the world’ 
business. So long as God suffers tile law of vin 
fence to prevail iu the earth, lie may suffer a con 
trary violence to suppress it. 

But I am asked, “ What would you do, if ai 
armed mob were corning to plunder and burn 
your house, mimfei yourself and your wife, ' ’ 
your daughters, and burn all your children : 
stake?” And imagination is racked to in 
case, however improbable, in which a Christian 
would be justified in resorting to deadly weapons, 
in hopes, if, overcome by his feelings, he gives iq 
the case, to found nn argument on his concession 
in favor of war; as anti-temperance men endeav 
or, from the use of rum in extreme cases, to de¬ 
fend the grog-shop, the wholesale deafer, and the 
distillery. But let us examine the gospel. What 
did Christ and Iris apostles do in cases which 
:r to the supposition above stated than 
„ expected to do in these days? When 

the chief priests and scribes and elders raised a 
.genteel mob, consisting of “a great multitude,” to 
come orit aghinst him, did he use the sword ?— 
Hid he not rebuke Peter for using it, and de¬ 
nounce the use of the sword forever after? Did 
the apostles, or early Christians, use the sword iu 
similar cases? No; and both He and they left us 
example that we should walk in his steps. 

But it is asked again, “ What Can you do ? ” 1 
i tell better what I ought to do, than what I 
should do. If I did what 1 ought to do, I should 
bar my doors and my windows and use every 
lawful means to resist a forcible entry. My wife 
should call around her my children and engage 
’ith them in fervent prayer. I should go out to 
teet the mob, peaceably and quietly, and give 
myself up to their rage. Perhaps, God, who shut 
the mouth of tile lions, would deliver me from 
those blood-thirsty men. Perhaps, I should suf¬ 
fer. That would be as God pleased. Perhaps, 
my death would assuage their rage; perhaps no 
and it would he let loose on my innocent wil 
and children. That would he us God pleased t 
suffer it, and 1 should not be anxious for the cot 
sequences. If opportunity offered, I mightesca|j 
with my family, and leave my property to th 
rage of the mob. 

But, on the other hand, suppose, I acted like 
man of the world, and armed myself and my set 
vants, and fired ou the mob and killed a number 
of them and wounded others, would the safety of 
myself and family he any more probable? and 
would’not souls he sent to endless misery? But 
the evil would not stop here, for war begets war, 
The defeated party would he filled with rancor 
and malice and would watch their opportunity, 
at some future time, to accomplish their purpose, 
so that my safety would not be more certain in 
one case than the other, even if I succeeded in 
repelling the attack, and souls might he saved 
from endless perdition by my forbearance.

The door of the house in which 
be was tenanted was broken down after they 
were warned of the consequences, a d in at¬ 
tempting to defend Iris person from the assau ts 
of the mob he shot and killed Ur. Bodfey, the file 
leader f the gang, wlric lie had a right tp do, 
and what any other in n similarly situated would 
have done. After this' occurrence, it is said that 
the mohires were excited to a frenzy, thev fin d 
into the room and John Hulhnn fell, receiving at 
l ast three mortal w tinds. In this mangled and 
helpless condition he was brutally dragged to a 
gallows ami bung, while in the expiring agonies 
of death. 

It was alleged he was a gambler—if tills w 
a fact it was susceptible of proof, and he was 
nieuaide to the laws ; and if the good citizens 
the state have neglected to provide an adequa 
remedy for this common vice, a heavy weight 
responsibility rests upon them. It is a great at 
growing evii, and should receive the pointed rep¬ 
robation of the Civilized world ; and to arrest it 
fee) a greater solicitude than niyi 
„ iter distinction is drawn between the 
professional and the occasional gamester, than 
comports with my ideas of moral philosophy. 
The thief who lias stolen one-seventh of .is pro¬ 
perty has a character hut little better, if any, titan 
lie who has pilfered all that he possesses. So 
with the gambler; one act of gaming is as much 
an evidence of an evil propensity, as one theft 
distinctly marks th rogue. The man who plays 
lor money once a week for the sake of unlawful 
gain, is s gambler, and he who does the same ev- 
ry’day, is but a gamester more depraved ; they 
re nevertheless both gamblers and should have 
the same place assigned them in society. I make 
these observations with no other view than to 
place the subject in a proper 1 ght, and that all 
those who are gni ty of the vice of gaming may 
lie stigmatized agreeably to their deserts. For 
‘notwithstanding the apparent shock of the moral 
sensibility of the citizens of Mississippi, there is 
no part of the United States where ibis despica¬ 
ble vice is so generally practised, among tiie offi¬ 
cers of the law, from the supreme judge down 
to the constable. And a species of gaming with¬ 
out doubt more reprehensible than any other, (I 
mean lurf-racing) jn consequence of the specious 
and imposing pretext for its toleration, is not only 
allowed hut encouraged in the whole South as 
though it was a domestic virtue. These are start¬ 
ling truths, and I allude to them, not to palliate 
the offence, but to show that the recent crusade 
at Vicksburg was not so .much the result of a 
deep and alii ing sense of justice and virtue, as it 
wasnt wicked hearts, 1 mi i passions, personal re 
venge, an I a reckless spirit of insu ordination t 
the laws. As an evidence, one of die pt-incip 
actors was in the constant habit of visi ring gam 
ing houses, and who had prev ously, by his se¬ 
ductive arts, contributed perhaps more than any 
other man, to lead the unfortunate victim of his 
personal vengeance into those sinks of iniquity.

Sir— You will duly appreciate the motives aad 
feelings which prompt me to make this appeal to 
the constituted authorities of the state of Missis¬ 
sippi, when informed that 1 am the aged and dis¬ 
tressed father of John Hpllum, who, with four 
others, fell a victim to the fury of a relentless .nob 
at Vicksburg, on the 5th day"of July last, and I 
bavin waited with patient anxiety to learn that the 
ordinary steps had been taken to bring the cnl- 
prits to justice, hut as yet I have had no indica¬ 
tion that any such have been made, either by the 
executive, judicial or ministerial officers. 

I am constrained, therefore, by the ties of pa¬ 
rental affection, and a solemn duty which I owe 
to my country, to bring the Subject directly be¬ 
fore you, and through you and the public jour¬ 
nals to ask that justice as a favor which the laws 
of my country entitle me to demand as a matter 
of right. The circumstances of this unparallel¬ 
ed outrage have been so extensively circulated 
that I presume you are in possession of the most 
prominent facts, enough at least to satisfy you and 
the public that ‘ murders have been committed, 
and that the murderers have been allowed to pass 
with impunity. ..

To the Sons and Young Farmers of 
New-England. 

Extract from the address of Rev. John Todd, 
delivered before the Agricultural Society at North¬ 
ampton, in October last. 

i pass over the beautiful hills and valleys 
of New England, and see not more thau a half, 
perhaps a third of the land subdued;—ban 
hills, bushy sw.-trips, and fern-pas tires, is there 
■ s iriething forbidding in the professi 

ter? And do not our young men for the 
t part, turn away to almost anything, rathe 
lie farmers ? Why, they had rather lie pale- 
fac d, penny less clerks in our cities—rather make 
'leir home On the mountain waves—rather hide 
the forest of the west, than to settle down a: 
raters in New England. 

There is no banner that waves upon the deep 
which waves over prouder hearts, than our owi. 

There is no ship that climbs the waves, 
that leaps off with a freer gait, than our own. 
And there is no man on the face of the earth, that 
lift up Iris head with more real respect, than 
izen of these United States. But the proud- 
estspot, if we may talk about pride, on this or any 
other continent, is New England. You may talk 
about the mighty West—or the lofty character of 
the south—hut go where you will, there s no 
spirt that walks this earth like that of the Yan¬ 
kees. Do you lu-ar the fell of the mighty tree in 
the wilderness ? depend upon it, it falls by the 
Yankee’s axe.—Do you find the stream'famed a- 
way from yonder mountain, arid apparently made 
to run up hill, and increase as it runs ? it is his 
hand that digs the channel and guides if. Do 
you find the man near the southern pole who 
dares ga and look into the mouth of the whale ? 
h is a Yankee; to be sure he cannot make dis¬ 
coveries iu the moon, and find mountains of pre¬ 
cious stones there; but if you could make him 
believe there were such things there, I verily be¬ 
lieve he would seek a ladder by which to get 
there, and then with a patent for the invention, 
draw it up after him. 

Now for one, 1 not only glory in being a New 
England man, but I want to transmit this cha¬ 
ncier down to posterity. But I believe we are ii 
fault in one respect; viz. we suffer too many of j 
ouryoung men to go off and leave us. We raise ' 
up a promising son upon whom we set our hearts, 
and if he has any share of spirit and enterprise, 
he is away, and New England is no more his 
home. A tew remain,—not one fi th of what the 
soil would support, not enough to raise what we 
consume, hut enough to keep our farms always 
in the same conilit on as they have been for gen¬ 
erations. Our hills will continue barren, and‘the 
imea will shine in our rocks, and whole districts 
will continue swamps and waste lands, so long as 
our young men all go off. Those who would 
make first-rate men, are pushed off and their en¬ 
terprise is all lost to us. Now if i could throw 
out a few hints which would be the means of) 
keepiug our young men at home, 1 should not 
only promote the interest of the fanner, but the 
whole interest of New England, and of the tia- 
iiii. Let us look , then, ai the causes which carry 
ur young men away. 

There is one trait in the character ofNew Eng¬ 
ine people peculiar to them. It is the ardent, 
unquenchable love of money. Money, the Yan-

Now many who most eeregiously mi take ottr 
character, suppose that all this springs from a sel¬ 
fish, a cold, nu avaricious disposition; that it 
would be impossible fora rare, in whose bosoms 
there was a particle of anything but avarice to be 
so greedy for money. But this is not so. The 
Yankee miserly!—What mean these schools, 
these colleges, these seminaries of learning scat¬ 
tered over all New England^lhe glory of this or 
any other land ! Is there a spot on earth where 
money is so freely and so abundantly given to! 
these and to kindred objects as in New'England 
Miserly ! Shew our community a great arid tic 
hie enterprise of a public nature, and see if there 
be a people on earth who will be so generous- 
more noble—more sublime in their acts. 

And yet it must be confessed that tiie Yankee 
loves money and that he will have it.—And what 
is the principle that moves him in all this? I wt || 
tell you—if is an tnbom, unquenchable, irr pressi 
ble desire to be independent. Our sons, from 
the very cradle, breathe the air of independence— 
and we teach them to owe no man—to depend 
upon no man. It is to gratify this love of inde- 
undenee that they rake th ocean and the earth 
,r money. Now I would not have them possess 
less of this spirit ; hut I would shew them that 
they may gratify it by staying at home. Let the 
enterprise which is expended in subduing the 
forests und enduring the fevers of our new coun¬ 
try, he expended upon the waste hills and uiisiib-

_, ..ini till our young men see that they 

live here and be independent, they will go off! 
They ought to go off- Now there is a great mis¬ 
take among fanners, which has a bearing on this 
point. And that is, they covet too much land. Al¬ 
most all our farms /re probably from four to ten 
times too large. A farmer never feels that he has 
got land enough. He adds field to field, does not 
half subdue or manure what ho has got, and still 
wants more. One of the most productive and 
profitable farms I ever saw, contametTbut four¬ 
teen acres. It was every inch subdued, improved 
and manured; and the owner is what we call a 
very thrifty, if not a ricli man,—while his neigh¬ 
bor who skims over three hundred acres, and 
works full as hard, grows poor. By proper man¬ 
agement, 1 am satisfied, every acre of land which 
is fit to raise corn upon, can he made to yield ot 
hundred bushels to the acre. Is it not better 
put the manure and care and labor upon it, and 
raise the one hundred bushels, than to spread the 
same over four acres, and thus drive away three 
of your sons to the west ? As long as farmers 
feel that they must have so much land, they will 
be in debt, will hate Life Insurance offices, will 
never see what th-’ earth can be malic to yield, 
and never have New England filled up with a 
great body of intelligent farmers. As things now 
are, what is the process? I will tell you. A man 
owns oneof our large farms. It is paid for. He 
raises up a large family. The girls are married 
off, and he gives each otu: he. portion. He him¬ 
self dies and h s farm falls to his five sons. One 
of these five takes the farm, and agrees to pay the 
other sons their shares, i hey go off to the west 
and re u u no more. He unde takes by econo¬ 
my and inriust y to keep all the farm, and send 
four-fifths of its value to the west. By and by, 
he frails he cannot do it as fast as lie agreed to do 
it. He goes to the Life Insurance Company, or 
somewhere else, mortgages his farm, and starts 
r to pay for it. All iris life he toils, pays iu- 
t, thinks the farmer lias a very bard row to 
hoe, acd it is not rill the close - f his life that he 
gets free from debt. When he dies the same jiro- 
oess has to be gone over again, and thus, about 
every generation, wesend our-tifihs of the value 
of our lands after them. Now this s poor pol - 
cy ; and 1 sometimes wonder that our farms are 
idition that i.» tolerable; for their worth, 
many times over, has been sent away to the west, 
ltj instead of this our farmers would divide up 
their farms, and make every acre yield all it can, 
our towns would not have that appearance of age 
and decay which too many of them have. 

• Praise a great farm, ’ says the immortal poet 
of Rome, ’ hut cultivate a little one. I have no¬ 
ticed that men as they grow old, seem to want 
and seldom do you find a i 
feels he has enough. I know they talk of the 
fertility of the west, and the beautiful land t ' 
found there. And I know too, that a young ... 
going out there, if he did not die under it, will 
in a few year? become thrifty. And why ? the 
process is easily described. He goes to the wil¬ 
derness, purchases his land, lives in his log-cabin, 
sleeps on the floor or more likely on the ground, 
eats upon a sah pinned up into the logs, aud.eats 
what conies to hand, wears what he can get and 
so lie lives, work ng early and late, and it Would 
he wonderful indeed if he did riot gain property. 
And so would he here. Let a young man take 
the poorest farm you can name, and labor v 
as hard, and live just as he does at the west, 
fifteen years, and he will he r ch here. It is 
i much the. land that makes the difference, a 
difference in the manner of living, between the 
est and the east. I was struck while riding in 
the stage iu listenisg to the conversation between 
two farmers the one from Illinois, and the other 
from the state ot Maine. The western man was 
describing the fertility of the soil, contrasting it 
with New Eng and. ‘ Why how much corn can 
ian acre?’ says our man from Maine 
e all of seventy bu-hels with all ease.’ 
And how much do you get for it a bushel?’ 

‘ Nine-pence a bushel at my door.’ Well,’ says 
the Maine farmer, ‘ I can raise three hundred 
bushels of po atoes on my land and get twenty 
uts a bushel at my door. < Aye, but you have 
dig them.’ ‘ True, and dont you pick and then 
shell your corn, and after all get hut twelve and 
half cents, and only seventy bushels on an acre?’ 

1 repeat it, with the same economy, and the same 
industry, a young farmer here can" get rich as ea¬ 
sily as at the west. Whether they will practice 
iqual economy and industry, is more than I can 
ay. But let the fashion once prevail of having 
smaller farms and having them better cultivated, 
and you will be surrounded by yourown sous, in¬ 
stead of large landholders, and’ a floating popula¬ 
tion who hire themselves out to-cultivate it, and 
who owti no land.
